The New Foreign Aid Policy 


The President's foreign aid policy is 


somewhat confusing this year sine* he has 
proposed a couple of bills and neither 
includes 
military assistance 
to 
other 


countries except for a relatively small 
package The aim apparently is to expand 
the Great Society to include all nations of 
the world Despite what are the obvious 
political advantages of such proposals, and 
thereby the creation of some cynicism over 
them, the intent of this new look is 
worthwhile. 


In some ways the President's words 


about making a choice "between light and 
darkness, between health and sickness, 
between knowledge and ignorance" do not 
exactly jibe with the requests he has made. 
His request for foreign aid. exclusive of 
some new Health. Education and Welfare 
projects in foreign countries, was the 
smallest in the 18-year history of our 
foreign aid program, less than the 1966 
request and even less than what Congress 
is expected to appropriate for 1966 But 
the vast military needs of Viet Nam were 
not included. And the need to find a 
compromise 
between 
efforts to 
help 


underdeveloped 
nations and our own 


dwindling gold reserves is a very real one. 


The President emphasized in messages 


to Congress on Feb. 1 and 2 "the prin- 
ciple of our assistance is cooperation. 
Those, who do not fulfill their commit- 
ments to help themselves cannot expect 
help from us." He cited the need in many 
of the countries to make land and fiscal 
reforms, develop agriculture and face up 
to the problems of population explosions. 
And he also said that "we call on rich 


nations and poor nations to join with 
us—to help each other and to help 
themselves." So far there has been little 
response from others of the rich nations. 


But 
the 
principal change 
in 
the 


direction of our foreign aid was the new 
emphasis upon such matters as health and 
education and less upon such projects of 
technical assistance and massive industrial 
buildings Experts in the field have been 
recommending the increase in economic 
assistance in this way for years. But their 
figures are considerably larger than those 
the President submitted. 


The division of the economic and 


military aid portions of foreign aid was 
strongly recommended by Senator Wil- 
liam Fulbnght last year. It has been 
opposed by some Congressmen who have 
feit their constituents would not approve 
of the economic expenditures without the 
military needs in the same package. The 
President's decision to split the requests 
also is probably in part responsible for the 
more modest request, at least in the 
economic sector. 


Undoubtedly our foreign aid has been 


of tremendous help to many new nations. 
But their desperate need of capital has not 
been solved, either by our technical assist- 
ance or by the economic grants and 
loans. And while the President was quite 
right in saying that "the United States can 
never do more than supplement the efforts 
of the developing countries themselves." 
there has so far been a disheartening 
amount of needed reforms even with the 
type of pressure exacted by the Alliance 
for Progress.

plans to award a $75 million defense 
contract to supply this country's army with 
machine guns and ammunition to the 
Rheinmetall Company of Dusseldorf, West 
Germany. According to the Army officials 
who have investigated the particular 
weapon, it has considerably more fire- 
power than the 50 caliber machine gun 
now used by the United States Army. - 


But the contract is being protested 


from two areas. The mayor of Springfield, 
Massachusetts, argues that the Springfield 
Armory, ordered closed last November in 
one of the Defense Department's economy 
moves, "can produce a weapon of greater 
reliability, faster, with more security and 
of higher quality than the gun the Defense 
Department intends to buy from Ger- 
many."

was not to retreat or pull out or abandon 
Viet Nam. all of which have been charged 
against him. It was to "maintain enclaves 
on the coast, desist in our bombing attacks 
on North Viet Nam and seek to find a 
solution through the United Nations or a 
conference in Geneva." He conceded this 
would not be easy but spoke highly of the 
army now in Viet Nam. 


Understandably the makers of our 


Vietnamese policies are on the defensive 
since this is a highly unpopular war. But 
misrepresentation of reasonable opposition 
is the kind of thing we expect from 
totalitarian governments, not democratic 
ones.
